Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see remarks, specially page 18, lines 18-22, filed 
05/24/10, with respect to claims 68,-73,79-90 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of 05/24/10 has been withdrawn and claims allowed. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 68, 
79, 85, 86,87, 88, 89 and 90 are allowable because the prior art of record fails to 
disclose or teach or suggest the recited suction pressure in the heating mode of 
approximately 80-160 psi (see claims 68,79, 89 and 90); maximum heating tonnage 

design pin restrictor central bore hole size in inches for *0 to 50 feet (depth of 

borehole below compressor unit), *51 to 175 feet ( depth of borehole below compressor 
unit), *1 76 to 300 feet ( depth of borehole below compressor unit), (see claims 85 and 
87); head pressure in the heating mode of approximately 195 to 275 psi, a suction 
pressure in the cooling mode of approximately 80 to 160 psi, and a suction/vapor 
temperature of approximately 37 to 55 degrees F (see claims 86 and 88).
